REMARKS 

Claims remaining in the present application are Claims 3-14 and 16- 
21. Claims 3-7, 16, and 18-20 have been amended. Claims 1-2 and 15 have 
been cancelled, without prejudice. Claim 21 has been added. No new matter 
has been added as a result of these amendments. 

ALLOWED CLAIMS 
Claims 8-14 are indicated as allowed. The Applicant thanks the 
Examiner for indicating these claims as allowed. 

ALLOWABLE CLAIMS 
Claims 19-20 are objected to but indicated as allowable if re-written to 
incorporate all the limitations of their respective base claims and any 
intervening claims. The Applicant thanks the Examiner for indicating these 
claims as allowable. 

Claim 19 has been rewritten in independent form, including all 
limitations from Claim 15. As such, Claim 19 is believed to be allowable. 

Claim 20 has been rewritten in independent form, including all 
limitations from Claim 15. As such, Claim 20 is believed to be allowable. 
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OBJECTIONS 

Claim 16 has been objected to for use of "the" as opposed to "said." 
Applicants respectfully assert that this does not present an antecedent 
basis issue. That is, "the voltage" in Claim 16 clearly and unambiguously 
references the voltage in the pre-amble and Claim 20. However, 
Applicants have amended "the voltage" in Claim 16 to "said voltage." 

35 U.S.C. § 102 
Spalding 

Claims 1-7 and 15-18 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Spalding, U.S. Patent 6,501,254 (hereinafter, Spalding). 
Claims 1-2, and 15 have been cancelled, without prejudice. Therefore, the 
rejection to these claims is rendered moot. The rejection to Claims 3-7 and 
16-18 is traversed for the following reasons. 

Currently Amended Claim 3 recites, in part: 

a voltage to current converter comprising a negative 
temperature coefficient element and an element that is configured to 
substantially cancel said negative temperature coefficient by passing 
said PTAT current and coupled to said output device, a regulated 
voltage at a node of said voltage to current converter. 

Applicants respectfully assert that the rejection has failed to present a prima 
facie case of anticipation for Claim 3 in that the rejection fails to assert that 
the Spalding reference teaches the limitations of Claim 3 of "a voltage to 
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current converter comprising a negative temperature coefficient element and 
an element that is configured to substantially cancel said negative 
temperature coefficient by passing said PTAT current and coupled to said 
output device." Because the rejection has failed to present a prima facie case, 
the Applicant need not discuss the Spalding reference. 

Claims 4-7 depend from Claim 3 and are respectfully believed to derive 
patentability at least therefrom. 

Claims 19 and 20 are respectfully believed to be patentable for reasons 
discussed under the allowable subject matter heading above. Claims 16-17 
depend from Claim 20. Claim 18 depends from Claim 19. Therefore, Applicant 
respectfully believes that Claims 16-18 are patentable. 

Benes 

Claims 15-18 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Benes, U.S. Patent 6,075,351 (hereinafter, Benes). Claim 15 
has been cancelled, without prejudice. Therefore, the rejection to Claim 15 is 
rendered moot. 

Claims 16-17 have been amended to depend from Claim 19 and Claim 
18 has been amended to depend from Claim 20. Claims 19 and 20 are 
respectfully believed to be allowable for reasons discussed herein. Therefore, 
Claims 16-18 are respectfully believed to be allowable. 
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MEW CLAIM 

Claim 21 has been added. Support for Claim 21 maybe found in the 
instant specification at least at page 9, lines 15-22. Applicants respectfully 
assert that Claim 21 is patentable at by virtue of its dependency on Claim 20.
